U.S. to Issue 
Crop Forecast 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
The 
A g ricu ltu re D ep artm en t 
is 
readying its forecasts of the 
1975 corn crop and of other 
farm production, figures that 
will give som e clues as to com ­ 
ing food prices for consum ers. 
The departm ent’s crop m oni­ 
toring experts and forecasting 
econom ists planned to release 
the data after com m odity trad­ 
ing ends today. This timing re­ 
duces disruption in m arkets. 
The corn crop, keystone of 
the U.S. food supply, originally 
projected within a range of 5 7 
billion to 6.4 billion bushels for 
harvest this fall, w as estim ated 
last month at 6.05 billion bush­ 
els That would be a 30 per cent 
in crea se 
o v er 
la st 
y e a r 's 
weather-reduced 
production 
The supply of corn is a prin­ 
cipal factor in the cost of feed­ 
ing cattle, hogs, chickens and 
turkeys 
That,

The Soviets have bought 9 8 


million tons of grain this year 
from the United States but are 
reported to need more. 
The R ussians’ 1972 purchases 
of 19 million tons of U.S. grain 
combined with several other 
uncom m on w orld eco n o m ic 
factors to spark a reversal of 
the U.S. agricultural pattern

The recent Soviet purchases 
liave not included soybeans. 
Wheat production this year 
was estim ated last month at 
2 19 billion bushels, up 22 per 
cent Irom last vear.

The Grand Jury's Report 


The April Grand Jury has raised a very in­ 
teresting question in its investigation of the 
dangerous highway system around Salem. 
Calling the Route 45 bypass a “ death trap,” a 
term few can argue with, the Grand Jury pointed 
out the possibility of the state of Ohio'being at 
fault 
This undoubtedly will raise the hackles on the 
necks of many politicians in Columbus and draw 
ire from numerous officials from the office of 
Gov. James Rhodes on down. But, the jurors 
were adamant in their statement that the “ State 
Highway Department is possibly contributing ... 
by permitting the continuance of a “ death trap.“ 
One way of proving or disproving such a 
charge is through litigation. 
< an Ohio be sued for being negligent’’ It could 
prove mighty interesting if the families of all the 
victims attempted such a class action 
Salem city officials and various organizations, 
including the Salem Chamber of Commerce 
have repeatedly sought assistance in relieving 
what they know is a hazardous traffic situation 
Hie pleas have fallen on deaf ears Little has 
been done to alleviate the problem 
1 he bypass intersections will continue to take 
their tolls in human lives. The hazards are built- 
in "Serious engineering problems." as the lurv 
report puts it. 


Past reports by Grand Juries have also been 
ignored by Ohio Highway Department. There is 
no reason to believe this one will be any different 
in this respect. 
The one view point, not emphasized previously, 
if the state “ is ,possibl> .contributing" to the 
deaths by being negligent in its duties 
We at the Salem News suggest 
that a 
delegation go to Columbus to apjH*al then lor a 
lull Hedged investigation by the Ohio Senate or 
the House ot Representatives, or a combined 
committee ol both. 
Our problem may not be the only one like it in 
the state Maybe other areas are plagued with 
similar situations and are getting an apparent 
cold shoulder to their pleas Who knows how 
many 
such 
problems 
are 
buried 
in 
the 
bureaucratic process? 
We can only hope this is not another situation 
m which the government is bigger than the 
people that it serves 
This is a major problem and one that deserves 
much more attention than it is getting We do not 
like having to keep a scorecard to show how 
many bodies are mangled because ot some 
engineering mistake 
Let's hope our leaders can get off their easy 
chairs in Columbus and New Philadelphia and 
put an end to the carnage.

They have been pressing me to give the money 
but everybody says ‘no,’ until they get their 
management straightened out.”

quite possibly in answer to a question. Geraiu 
Ford is noted for his candor and normally says 
w hat he thinks, w Inch is an admirable trait , even 
though his honesty may hurl some feelings from 
time to time 
Mayor Beame has a first-class mess on his 
hands and he obviously doesn’t know what to do 
about it -except to scream for state and federal 
financial assistance. 
In justice to him. the problem is not entirely of 
Ins own making It has been worsening over a 
long period and he simply inherited the trouble 
with the job 
. 
N EVERTH ELESS. 
he and his associates 
really only have one choice left 
to cut operating 
expenses to the point where they do not exceed 
revenues

WASHINGTON — Here is a 
news roundup compiled by the 
staff ol our Washington Bureau. 
CAR THEFT: The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has 
shed new light on the growing 
problem of car thelt in the U.S. 
The current issue of the FBI 
Law 
Enforcement Bulletin 
discloses the results, of a 
massive survey of car thefts 
during a two-month period last 
Fall w hen 137,975 vehicles were 
stolen in the 85 per cent of the 
nation covered by the study. 
The survey shows your car is 
most likely to be ripped A it 
when it is parked at home, frott 
car theft is a young person’s 
crime, and that the newer 
model cars are more immune 
to thieves. 
Tlie survey show ed that about 
70 p«rr cent of stelen cars are 
eventually recovered by police 
but that less than 15 per cent of 
ear thieves are arrested. 
To conduct' the survey, the 
FBI enlisted the help of 12.000 
state and local police depart 
ments last September and 
October, 
asking 
them 
to 
compile detailed records on 
th«*fLs 
reported 
during 
that 
period. 
Th«* survey found that about 
00 p«*r cent of cars were sw iped 
whil«* they wen* parked at 
private 
residences 
or 
on 
residential streets Another 13 
|M*r cent were tak«*n when 
|(arked in business districts, 20 
js*r cent were stolen Irom 
l>uhlu parking lots or shopping 


centers and 4 per cent were 
taken from auto dealer lots: 
"One of the most significant 
findings is that late-model cars, 
though more desirable to 
possess, are being stolen less 
frequently than the older cars, 
“ according to the article in the 
FB I publication. 
Only 90 per cent of those 
stolen wore 1972 or later models 
and the FBI credited steering 
column ignition locks apd key- 
in warning systems on newer 
cars for curbing theft. 
The survey found that about 
17 per cent of stolen cars had 
been left with keys in the 
ignition, a marked reduction 
Irom a 1962survey which found 
12 per cent of stolen cars had 
been left with their keys in the 
car 
The buzzer systems ap­ 
parently work to remind more 
motorists to remove keys vyhen 
leaving the car 
<)f the 18,442 persons arrested 
for car theft during the survey 
period, 54 per cent were under 
the age of 18 and only 15 per 
cent were over the age of 25.

The New Navy 


WASHINGTON — (LENS) - 
The shape that the U.S. Navy 
w ill take up until the end of the 
century is now being fiercely 
fought over.

sels. or for a restricted fleet of 
large and very expensive nu­ 
clear ships. The nuclear lobby 
has moved substantially to­ 
wards getting its way since 
President Ford recently asked 
Congress for $60 million to start 
work on a 
nuclear-powered 
cruiser that will finally cost 
about $1.2 billion — one of the 
most expensive ships in the 
Navy and one that neither the 
Defense Department nor the 
Navy particularly wants 
But the President’s ear, like 
that of Congress, has been bent 
by Admiral Hyman Rickover, 
now aged 75 but still as deter­ 
mined as ever to provide Amer­ 
ica with a nuclear fleet. 
NO 
P R O B L E M 
IS 
more 
hotly disputed within the Navy 
than what number and class of 
carriers should be built to re­ 
place the Forrestal class in the 
198()s The Defense Department 
believes in a policy of building 
only a few nuclear carriers and 
a larger number of smaller 
conventional craft <medium 
carriers» which would be able 
to (operate high-performance 
aircraft, it not in any great 
number. A decision will have to 
be made soon. If the Navy 
chooses a mixed ffeet of car­ 
riers then the medium-sized 
ships will have to he started 
next year, as two large nuclear 
carriers are already being built 
to follow the Nimitz, which was 
launched by Mr Ford earlier 
this yiar. 
But this is a good time for the 
proponents of an all-nuclear 
carrier fleet to make their 
pitch. Circumstances are on 
their side. Both the President 
and the secretary of Defense 
favor an increase in Navy 
spending and the cries against 
the military-industrial complex 
have faded with the end of the 
war in Indochina M«)re import­ 
antly there is a growing disen­ 
chantment with relying on for­ 
eign bases Bases in Greece. 
Turkey and Portugal are al- 
reads under threat and in- 
«•reasmg rent demands are be­ 
ing mud«* on bases in Spain and 
elsewhere 
Nuclear-powered 
carrier* have no need for such 
bases

items in the new carrier fleet 
will, of course, be the aircraft. 
As a successor to the F-4 
Phantom the Navy has de­ 
veloped the F-14 TonTcat, a re­ 
markably potent interceptor 
armed with Phoenix missiles 
and exceptional firepower. But, 
at $20 million each, Congress 
understandably balked and or­ 
dered the Navy instead to de 
velop its own version of which­ 
ever plane the Air Force (buy­ 
ing together with four Eu­ 
ropean countries) chose as the 
new air combat fighter. 
When that choice was settled 
to be General Dynamics' one- 
engined F-16. the Navy com­ 
plained that it was inadequate 
tor its needs and that it wanted 
either the two-engined Nor­ 
throp plane the air force has 
turned down or to stick with the 
Tomcat whose manufacturer, 
Grumman, now says it can pro- 
duce 400 more planes at only $10 
million apiece. That is still 
about $500,000 a year more per 
plane than Congress had in 
mind. But the number and mix 
of planes the Navy needs can 
hardly be solved until the ques­ 
tion of carriers is settled. 
SO, W H ILE THE Army and 
Air Force have their future 
fairly cle*»rly worked out, the 
Navy remains in confusion. The 
Navy had 976 ships in 1968. but 
their number has dwindled to 
only 481 as many World War II 
ships have been scrapped. The 
number should now slowly be­ 
gin to climb up again — but 
until the tussle over whether to 
go for a fully-fledged nuclear 
fleet is resoived there is no 
guessing the shape, let alone 
the size, of the fleet 10 years 
from now.

But lie said he would 
exercise unspecified options,

Nixon "at least took off my 
desk ilie nagging things that
